me Authority, Yet, though this' Ambaſſador 
or uſed all imaginable Arguments, in Vindi- 
myſj cation of that Queen, yet, he found that 
ri People fo ſirangely exaſperated againſt her, 
aid} that infiead 'of complying with his' Ne- 
re" mands, they put'the Queen under a firifter 
10h Confinement ; inſomuch, that at laſt, to 
ar make her freely refign the Government of © 
r the Kingdom, they menaced to call her in * 
hi queſtion for Tyranny, the King's Murder, . 
and incontinent Living; infomuch, that 
{hat length. they compelled her to ſet her 
hand to three Infiruments : In the. firft 
whereof; {he 'reſigned her Kingdom to her. 
IN OCT young 
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young Son, at that time, ſcarce thirteen 
months old;in the fecond, he conſtituted Mur- 
ray Vice-roy,during the Minority of her Son; 
and,in the third,ſhe named.jn caſe that Mur- 
ray ſhould hal that Office, ſeveral of the 
principal Noble-men of the Kingdom. 
Within a few days after this Refignati- 
on, Fames the Sixth, her Son, was crowned 
King ; the famous John Knox preaching the 
Coronation Sermfton. Now, Murray being 
| declared Regent, he adviſed the Queen not 
to difiurb the Peace of the Kingdom, by 
endeavouring her Liberty, by Inftigzting 
the Queen of England, or the French King, 
toa War with Sce:lazd, or by thinking any 
more of BothwelPs Love: or meditating Re- 
venge upon his Adverſaries, As ſoon as 
Murray was confirmed in the Regency, he 
put to death ſome of Bothwell's Servants, 
who proteſted at their Execution, that 
Murray and Morton were the Contrivers of 
the Kings Death, 
- But, while that the Queen of England 
and the French King were, in vain, ſollicit- 
" ivg the Liberty of the Queen of Scots, eight 
years being now expired fince the Treaty offf 
Cambray, Minitters were ſent into France, to

War that then broke out in France. | 
In the mean time, the Earl of Sfſex,

invited the Axch-Duke Charter to come in- 
to. Ergland ; promiling, That he ſhould 
not repent of his Journey. Whereupon, 
the Emperour diſmiſſed Sſſex with great 
Honour 3 and. thus thoſe Propoſals fell to 
nothing by degrees, though all mutual 


Religion : Thar neither he, nor any of his, + 
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good Offices continued to paſs between the 
Queen and the Emperor, who perfevered 
in thwarting all the Debgns of the Pope 
2painſi her Majelty 3 and not long after,the 
Arch-Duke Charles took to Wite, a Daugh- 
ter of the Duke of Bavarza. 

Much about the ſame time came Ambaſ- 
ſadors to the Queen, from the Emperor of 
Ruſſia and Muſcovia, bringing very 11ch 
Preſents to her Majeſty, that Emperour ha- 
ving granted very great Priviledges to the 
J$-Engliſh, who had, not long before, difco- 
vering a Paſſage by Sca into his Countrey z 
and of whom, a Company was formed for 
Commerce into thoſe parts, With-thoſe 
j Ambaſſadors, returned into England, An- 
thoay Fenkinſon, being the fir} of all the 
Engliſh, who failed upon the Caſpian Sea :; - 
By him, the Czar made a Propofals cf an 
Offenſive and Defenfive League with the 
Queen 3 with her Majeſty made ſlight - of, 
not being willing to enter into farther 
League with a Prince, who had created 
an Averfion - to *him- in his Subjects, - 
through his Tyranny and Arbitrary PraQti- 
ces. a e; 
Now, Let us paſs over into Ireland, 
where we ſhall find Shan O Neal ſo puffed 
vp with fore Victorics he had gained in

ving received (everal Loſſes, and being de.

Auſtria, Daughter to the Emperoar Maxi- 
mi.ian, his own Neece by his Siſter , and (he 
being to go by Sea from Zealand into Spain, 
Dueer Elizabeth, to (hew the Loveand Re- 
ſp<ct ſhe. had for the Houſe of Auſtria, ſent

About this time, the Biſhop of Roſs was 
let out of Prion, but expell.d England; and 
being abroad, he continued his Solbcitati- 
ens. to the Pope and all Catholick Princes, 
in favcur of the Queen of Scozrs, his Mitireſs, 
from all whom he received fair Promiſes, 
but no Performances.

and hisFunerals were ſolemniz'd with great 
Ceremony, in St. Pax/'s Church in London..

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Juriſdiction :.But at length conſenting, ſhe 
was charged with having been privy to all 


_ the fore-mentioned Confpiracies 3 conſent- 


ing to the Invaſion of Engl-»d, and. the 
Queens Deſtruction by the confcifion of her 
Secretaries, and the refit of the FTraitors, and 
which were confirmed by Letters of her 


own hand writing : And having little to 


ſay in her own Defence, the Commiſho- | 
ners pronouncedSenftence againſt her. in the 
Star Chamber. And, in a few.days after, 
the-ParJiament being convened at Weſtmin- 


_ fter, the Lords petitioned the ©ween, that

Sir W alter 
Rawleigh being now under ſome Diſgrace 
at Court, undertook a Voyage to Guyana, 
and though he did. confiderable dammage 
to the Spaniard, yet this Expedition was of 
little advantage to the Engliſh or himſclf. 
Sir Francis Drake and Sir Fohn Hawkins, 
with ſeveral others, went again into. Ame- 
rica, but not meeting with the ſucceſs they 
had promiſed themſelves, they dyed, what 
of Grief, what of ſickneſs, and the Fleet 
returned home without having done any 
great Exploits, During theſe Expeditions 
abroad, the Combultions in Ireland being 
grown toa conſiderable height, and thoſe 
Rebells having craved the affiftance of the 
King of Spain, Sir Fobn Norris was ſent over 
thither with new Forces to aid the Deputy. 

The Arch Duke and Cardinal of Auſtria

cipal Citizens being ſent Hoſtages tor the 
payment into England, a valt quantity of 
Money and Ammunition being found in the 
Town. The Spaniard: likewiſe proffered Sir 
Walter Rawleigh two Millior's of Duckets to 
exempt their (hips from firing, which he 
would not hearken to; ſaying, That he was 
fent to deſtroy ſhips, not to-diſmiſs them upon

Compoſition. And'it was generally calculated 
and acknowledged by all People, that the 
Spaniard was damnified by this Expedition, 
twenty Millions of Duckets. The Fleet be- 
Ing returned home after this*Glorious Vi- 
Etory, the Queen made Sir Francis Vere 
Governour of the Brie!, and rewarded all 

* the reft accordivg to their Deſerts. 
The Spaniard in the mean time, to re- 
pair the Honour he had loſt at Cales. fee 
forth a nzw great Fleet for the Invaſion of 
England and Ireland, but were moit of them 
caft away by Storm, before the News of 

their fitting out came into England. 
In the mean while, the Qazen fortifi'd 
her Ports, and provided her (elf againſt any 
farther Attempts of that kind. She likewife 


entred into a League Offentive and Defen- 


five, with the French King, hearing that 
the Spaniards were preparing a new Navy 
againſt Ireland, Whereupon, the Queen cau- 
ſed a conſiderable Fleet, under the Com- 
mand of the Earl of Eſſex, to put forth to 
the Coaſt of Spain. After they had taken and 
plundered ſome Towns,and likewiſe; made 
a Prize of ſome of their India Ships, they 
returned home. but not with all the Suc- 
ceſs they had promiſed themſelves at their

' 204 The Life and Glorious 
in their Voyage. Eſſex, at his coming 
to Court, was fomething diſguſted, to 
find that ſome of his Competitors to the 
Queens Favours, had been raiſed to new 
Honours, Dignities, and Places during 
his Abſence 3 but was ſomething pacified 
by the Queens creating him Earl Marſhal 
of England. But, during thefe Tranſacti- 
ons, the Engliſh did extraordinary Perfor- 
mances in France, in behalf of that King, 
which he acknowledged in his Letters to the 
Queen 3 and craved farther Athſiance from 
her Majeliy, upon the Spaniards having 
gained ſome Advantage over him, which 
was accordingly granted. But the French, 
2 while aftcr, upon the Inſtigation of the 
Pope, concluded Peace with Spain, not- 
withſtanding the Inftances that were made 
tohim by the Queen and the States General, 
to the contrary, Hereupon followed a 
 -Conſultation, whether a Treaty of Peace 
.was to be held with the Spaniard ; which 
being oppoſed by the Earl of Eſſex, was 
laid aſide for ſome time; but then again 
revived... through the Mediation of the 
French, and the Commiſſioners met accor- 
dingly at Bw{lojgn > but upon Diſpute of 
Precedency, was broken off altogether. 


In 


into open Rebellion in Ireland, and having 
gained a greater Vidtory of the Engliſh than 
the Iriſh had ever done before, after ſome 
debate, the Earl of Eſſex was ſent thither, 
with ample Authority 3 but not meeting 
with that Succſs he had promiſed, and ha- 
ving Intelligence, that his Condut was 
become ſuſpeRed at Conrt, he returns into 
England without the Queens Permiflion ; 
whereupon, he was committed to Cuſtody, 
and brought to a. private 'Tryal 3 but, upon 
his Submiſſion and Repentance, was again 
ſet at Liberty : yer, being reproached with 
pulillanimity by ſome of his Cabal, he 
tnrned Male-Content,ufed all means to gain 
the Peoples Love, reſolves to fieze on their 
Queen 3 but being diſappointed, he retired 


into the City, endeavouring to engage the = 


Citizens on his fide 3 which not being able 
to effec, he yielded himſelf up at length to 
the Lord Admiral, and was ſent to the Tow- 
er, with his great Friend, the Earl of South- 
| ampton; both whom, being brought to their 
Tryal, were found guilty by their Peers; 
and Eſſex accordingly beheaded : but the 
Earl of Sorthampton, the Queen was graci- 


ouſly pleaſed to reprieve, But others cf.

In the mean time, Tir-Oen breaking out. - 
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fered likewiſe Death 3 the two former be-

In the mean time, happened the famous 
Battle of Newport, under the Condu@ of 
Prince Maurice of Naſſaw, where the Dutch 
gained a great Victory by the Engliſh Va- 
lour, who were led by Sir Francis Vere, and 
his Brother Horatio, they flew nine thou- 
'fand of the Spaniards, the Engliſh both but 
fifteen hundred, had eight hundred flain 
and mortally wounded, cight Captains kil- 
led, every man of the reli hurt, _ 

During theſe Occurrences, dyed Philip 
King of Spain, and the Earl of Cxymberland 
returned home from an Expedition he had 
undertook againſt the Spanziard 3 wherein 
he did great Damimage to them, but gain- 
&d little profit to himſelf. About this time 
- was executed one Edward Squire for attem- 
pting to Kill and Poyſon the Queen, and 
{ome of her chiet Miniſters, having been ex-. 
cited thereunto by the Jeſuits and Popiſh 
Prieſts. Shortly after which, was founded 
the Company of the Ezſ? India Merchants, 
the Queen allowing them very large Privi- 
ledges. Some time after, Sir Richard Levi- 
ſon and Sir William Men ſon, with, eight 
Men of War, and ſome ſmaller Ships, were 
'; ſent out by the _ to attempt ſomething 
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upon the Spaniard, who a little before had 
Age confiderablz Forces to the Affittance of 
the Rebels in Ireland; who being joyned 
with them, madean Army of above 12000 
men : and now, thinking themſclves-ſecure 
of Vitory, as being double the number of 
the Engliſh, they retolved to tight, but were }- - 
' utterly defeated. by the Engliſh, 1200 being 
. Nain, and moſt of the reſt taken Prifoners, 
the Spaniſh General, with moi of the Offi- 
cers, being of the Number ; and the other 
SpaniſhCommanders were forccd to deliver 
up the Forts they held in that Kingdom, 
and depart ; whereupon, Tir-Oen, and rhe 
reſt of the Rebels, ſubmitted themſelves, 
without any Condition, fo - the Queen. 
Now though the Dutch had failed of the 
promiſed Afſifttance to Leviſon and Adonſon, 
yet they firſt attacked the Spaniſh Navy, to.
